The aizea of our sowers are generally based 


upon the quantity of rain water that is 
likely to get into them within a limited 
time, and the inclination or elope of tho 
sower itself. The volume of sewerage is so 
small when compared with tho possible 
flow of rain water in this dimalo that it is 
hardly necessary to toko it Into considera- 
tion, even in our densely peopled cities, as 
an element in determining Iho size of tho 
sewers.

contents when gorged by tho drainage of n 
powerful rain. Such rains often como sud- 
denly, and tho water enters the sewer at fre- 
quent intervals by trapped openings, pre- 
venting the eiit of air. Sewers are at trick 
times often quite filled with water through 
the least inclined parts of [heir course. The 
entrance of water in such quantities must 
svmmaiily eipcl the air that was previously 
in the sewers, if it can find any way lo gel 
out.

If tha influx of waler continues lo 


increase, the air in this portion may soon 
become, subject to a pressure of several feel 
of water, and seek eiit through every pri- 
ytts drain in connection. 
Even if tho con- 


ieilionq of the private drains aro under the 
water Una in tho sewer, tho pressure will 
bo transferred through that water, which 
will back np into them, aud forco back 
their contents accordingly. 
The subsi- 


dence of the flow when the rain abates 
leaves voids which the outer air is Euro to 
fill speedily. K direct access is not given, 
it will find its way through any private 
drains, emptying oil their traps at once. 


In cities whioh drain into tide-water the 


outfalls of tha sewers are generally covered 
at high water, either every day or at spring 
tides. If the ends have no gates, the tide 
enters and fills the sewer as far beck as its 
level allows. 
IE gates ciist they shut with 


the flow of tho tide, aud sewage, accumulates 
behind them with n result often almost ei- 
actly similar to what would occur without 
gstes. In either case a large volume of air 
is driven up from Iho outfall toward the 
ramification of tuo system by every flood 
tide which covers Iho mouth of the cower, 
only to bo drawn back again when the ebb 
tide allows tho sewer to empty i I self. II 
this air does not communicate freely with 
the outer air, a pressure of several feel of 
irafaxmtut necessarily result, alternating 
with vacuum to lha same amount every 
twelve hours. 


Large variations o( pressure inside tho 


sewers may also arise from the variable 
quantity of sewage flowing in them. Hear- 
ly »U the sewage is discharged from the. 
nonse daring the hours of 
daylight, th-> 


flow daring the night being very small in 
comparison. Hence a periodic, increase 
and decrease of the amount of air space 
within the sewers, dependent upon and 
varying inversely with the amount of sew- 
age flowing. This is particularly noticeable 
among manufacturing establishments where 
much water is used daring working hours, 
and which do not run during the nighl. 
Of courts, the air must leave the space to 
make room for tho sewage in the morning, 
and, as the flow of sewage diminishes iu 
Ins erening.the outer air crowding in lo fill 
Ihe vacuum by whalever openings or duels 
•re most available.—[Edward S. Fhllbrick 
in the Plumber.
